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investigation following the 9/11 attacks. 
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on the military and diplomatic fronts today as the u.s prepared to respond to the worst terrorist attack in this 
country's history tonight the grim task of searching for the victims continues at ground zero although officials 
say it is unlikely anyone else will be found alive the dead and missing totals here now stand at more than 6 
500. across the country in a field 20 miles from oklahoma city those victims are being acknowledged by more 
than 5 000 crosses placed there by the congregation of a local church tonight the government's focus is on 
tracking down the terrorists nbc's campbell brown part of the nbc news terrorism task force has been 
following developments good evening campbell good evening john the president today remained focused on 
planning the u.s response while the investigation center nbc's norah o'donnell at the pentagon where more 
u.s forces are being called up to help with any possible military response nora good evening john the largest 
u.s military mobilization since the gulf war is well underway at home and abroad and the buildup is 
intensifying in louisiana at barksdale air force base b-52 bombers took off under cover of darkness their 
destination unknown today the pentagon called up another 5 000 reservists from the air national guard and 
air force reserve to help protect america's borders america's allies on the move too 12 british warships pass 
through the suez canal bound for the persian gulf unmanned reconnaissance aircraft will also be involved 
and today a senior u.s official denied a claim by the taliban that it had shot one down tonight state 
department officials tell noc news they are fully satisfied with the cooperation of saudi arabia home to the 
prince sultan air base which could be the command center for offensive air operations meanwhile turkey has 
agreed to allow the u.s air force to use its airspace and air bases 
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air bases and closer to afghanistan some planners say the u.s will base f-15e fighter bombers combat search 
and rescue teams as well as special forces in two former soviet republics that is a very critical development 
for the united states because it may give us access to one of the most remote and difficult regions in the 
world the problem for the pentagon isn't a lack of firepower but actually tracking down osama bin laden who 
for years has been an elusive target john nbc's norah o'donnell at the pentagon north thank you at the place 
where the world trade center towers once stood searchers got much deeper into the rubble today than 
they've been able to but again found no one to rescue nbc's pat dawson is monitoring the mission's progress 
good evening pat good evening john the hunt for the living goes on with the same determination we've seen 
for the last 12 days and though the searcher's mission is officially unchanged most of them know they're 
looking for a miracle two thousand men and women a single mission defy the long odds and bring someone 
out alive finishing his 12-hour shift today police officer tibor toth says the work goes on without hesitation but 
frowns when asked about the chance of finding survival it would be a miracle if we did find anyone in there 
but we have had a few miracles in the past working alongside him new jersey sheriff's deputy don cavello 
has seen the change from the first terrible hours the reality of it is it's probably a recovery but we want to 


keep thinking this rescue a starker image of reality the now all too familiar ritual of grief today more victims 
laid to rest among them five new york city firefighters it's now ten days since the last rescue no one taken 
alive since the day after the attack officially more than six thousand still missing 
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thousand still missing though they still check in dark tunnels and stairways and search with dogs beneath the 
smashed concrete rescuers like fema task force leader dennis stanley insist their effort is the same when the 
leaders decide that it's been recovery we'll accept that but i know is as far as just a second as as far as the 
team um we're still hopeful the mission is going to remain the same for some time [Music] finding even one 
person alive is the one thing that sustains the searchers after 12 days with nothing but disappointment to 
show for their efforts john finally new signs of hope tonight signs that the terrible scars left on this country by 
the terrorist attacks are beginning to heal as americans and new yorkers show their spirit here's nbc's chip 
reid in lower manhattan today just blocks from ground zero a party for the children this neighborhood once in 
the shadow of the trade towers is now known as ground hero and there's no there's no sign though good 
evening everyone secretary of state colin powell said today the u.s will soon release evidence to the world 
linking osama bin laden to the attacks on new york and washington while the u.s tracks down terrorism 
suspects and bin laden associates there were more prayers today for america in new jersey in the shadow of 
the statue of liberty a memorial for the two thousand residents of that state who were victims of the terrorist 
attacks and just across the hudson river workers continued digging through the mountain of rubble that was 
once the world trade center the work continues 24 hours a day and at new york's yankee stadium today an 
emotional interfaith service called a 
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an emotional interfaith service called a prayer for america nbc's kelly o'donnell joins us tonight from the 
stadium good evening kelly good evening john tens of thousands came together making this ballpark a 
cathedral a temple a mosque while tears were shed here the message a pledge to rebuild the city skyline 
and to repair the nation's sense of safety damaged by the terrorist assault yankee stadium team colors on 
this day red white and blue today we offer a prayer for america and song that now seems to hold deeper 
meaning [Applause] the field dressed in flowers stands filled not with fans but the faithful the grieving the 
loved ones left behind and heroes who tried to help i'm here to pay tribute to everyone that you know alive 
and dead we all have to show our own solidarity together we stay and divided we fall but we all have to try to 
stand together getting in a reminder of the nation's new reality tighter security bags searched at checkpoints 
tickets required a show of strength in uniform police at every turn we have to put up with whatever measures 
are necessary from the pragmatic to the prayerful heavenly father wrap us in your providential care faiths 
standing together catholic jewish sikh muslim greek orthodox offering shared prayers we saw terrorism bring 
the world trade center to ground zero but we saw heroism bring ground zero into the heavens words of 
comfort from the stage expressions of loss and tribute on faces in the crowd hope lives 
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tribute on faces in the crowd hope lives prayer lives love lives a range of emotion expressed here including 
anger you picked the wrong city you picked the wrong country from muslim americans public sorrow that 
suspected terrorists would claim their religion we condemn them and they act their cowardly acts introduced 
as america's mayor rudolph giuliani remembered the bravery of those inside the towers attacked and those 
who rushed to save them they just raced in to save human beings and they are the best example of love that 
we have in our society the crowd here often on its feet inspired by music moved by the moment a soundtrack 
of inspiration the service shifted from sadness to resolve the governor of new york speaking of those who 
died the thousands lost in this tragedy they would be proud of the way the city and the nation has responded 
and united john nbc's kelly o'donnell kelly thanks now to the next step the u.s response and plans to release 
evidence to the world linking osama bin laden to the crimes committed against this country president bush 
returned to the white house today after spending the weekend at camp david nbc's david gregory joins us 


tonight from the white house david john tonight white house sources say by day's end the president will sign 
an executive order that freezes all the u.s assets of known terrorist groups the first shot at what aids call a 
financial as well as a military war 
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at camp david this morning the president and mrs bush looked on solemnly the american flag was once 
again returned to full staff for the first time since the september 11th attacks a symbolic act at the president's 
retreat and all federal buildings meant to encourage americans to return to their normal lives even as the 
government steps up its effort to hunt down the terrorists responsible for mass murder secretary of state 
powell today says the president has focused the war's first phase this first instance is al-qaeda osama bin 
laden his presence in afghanistan and then we will consider all other options and all other sources of terrorist 
activity and today for the first time officials said they would share with u.s allies the evidence they've 
gathered linking bin laden to the attacks an attempt to satisfy members of a still-emerging international 
coalition who question whether the u.s has adequate proof to pinpoint retaliation that could cost innocent 
lives meanwhile the leader of one moderate arab nation called on others in the region including syria and 
iran who have been in contact with the u.s to cooperate in this new conflict no sitting on the fence is going to 
be accepted by anybody and if you've been supporting terrorist activities in the past it's high time that you 
make up your mind whether you're going to continue or stop as investigators press on to try to unravel the 
plot behind these attacks aides at the white house say the president may travel outside washington this week 
to highlight the need for americans to get back to business as usual get back to their normal lives as the 
threat of an economic recession looms john nbc's david gregory david thank you as the pentagon prepared 
for war and the nation united in prayer the search for a miracle in the mountain of rubble continued in lower 
manhattan nbc's pat dawson joins us now with the latest from there pat john as the work continues at ground 
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john as the work continues at ground zero people all over this city are trying to restore the lives they had two 
weeks ago but for the people who live near the twin towers the task of rebuilding is even more basic and far 
more difficult from above the mangled remains of the world trade center today still smoldering still holding the 
secret of more than six thousand missing from across the street in battery park city the view once majestic is 
now chilling this is my old passport my new passport is inside my apartment and life is like nothing ever seen 
in america army checkpoints just to go home then the devastation a tapestry of broken glass and broken 
dreams i keep shaking my head every once in a while hoping that i'd wake up gene and bryant lee finally 
made it home and found their old life unsalvageable the leaves are moving out the destruction on the 
building is is so severe that it's going to be three months before we get out or get back in so we might as well 
just take another apartment their pet fish survived but the only other things left are their clothes and some 
wedding photos i think we're trying to move on really hard all across this neighborhood normal life is a 
relative term you start all out as they clean up many are finding help tens of millions in aid coming from the 
federal government the red cross providing housing and mental health counseling but most of the new 
yorkers we talked to said they'll be back tough words from a city struggling to regain its swag you adapt 
through showing the rest of the world that if we can take a blow like this and come back so can you know the 
rest of the country come back the rebuilding here will be enormous an enormous undertaking costing billions 
restoring the city's spirit will be equally tough not measured in dollars and cents john nbc's pat dawson in 
lower manhattan pat thank you finally this evening the search for a miracle at ground zero in lower 
manhattan it's believed that more than 6 
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manhattan it's believed that more than 6 000 people are buried in the rubble there and alongside police and 
firefighters there are members of local 40 of the iron workers union they are slicing through 200 000 tons of 
the steel which used to be the twin towers their thoughts on the recovery effort in their own words it's an 

eerie feeling you're standing there and you're looking at you're looking at this building that once was one of 


the biggest buildings in the world and now it's down to rubble and all you see is this twisted iron that it's 
almost twisted like paper [Music] i think every time we pick a piece of steel now we all hope i think all of us 
maybe hold on to we might pick something up and there'll be somebody there there's 200 000 tons of 
structural steel laying down in a pile now we're going to work until the last piece of iron is out of that seventh 
sub basement whether anyone says there's hope or not the words of the determined iron workers on duty at 
ground zero good evening president george w bush and the man he calls the prime suspect in the terrorist 
attacks were engaged in some long-distance maneuvers today the president went after the cash that fuels 
terrorism and osama bin laden sent a message to a persian gulf television station today promising a holy war 
all of this while the stock market was making a welcome u-turn and that news tops tonight's headlines a 
healthy bounce for the markets today the blue chips were up 368 points despite osama bin laden's call to 
muslims in pakistan to fight a holy war against americans the number missing and presumed dead at the 
world trade center now has risen to six thousand four hundred and fifty three crop dusting planes are 
grounded nationwide after witnesses said a 
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nationwide after witnesses said a hijacker expressed interest in flying one of them we're gonna take you 
through all the critical elements tonight we'll begin at the white house and nbc's campbell brown with the 
president's latest moves campbell tom today the president pledges to quote starve the terrorist of funding 
putting 27 groups and individuals on a financial most wanted list calling this the first strike in the war on 
terrorism the president today freezes the u.s assets of suspected terrorist groups and calls for foreign 
governments to do the same money is the lifeblood of terrorist operations today we're asking the world to 
stop payment but the president is not just asking he's threatening foreign banks and financial institutions with 
sanctions if they don't comply if they fail to help us by sharing information or freezing accounts the 
department of the treasury now has the authority to freeze their banks assets and transactions in the united 
states the president concedes today most of the terrorist money is overseas government documents show 
bin laden's group has assets around the world from austria to hong kong from the united kingdom to 
malaysia but a clinton foreign policy adviser says even if those countries are willing to help their banks are 
not where bin laden keeps most of his money many of the banking institutions that the terrorist groups use 
are not part of the normal international financial system they're islamic banks and other kinds of more 
informal arrangements which are harder to get at and many arab states are likely to demand proof before 
acting white house officials say intelligence agencies are sharing some classified evidence with other 
countries but not the public the president today winning support from canada's prime minister is for now 
asking americans to trust him and most americans appear to be willing to give the president the benefit of the 
doubt his job approval rating now 82 percent certainly the highest of his presidency and among the highest of 
all time tom thanks very much 
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highest of all time tom thanks very much nbc's campbell brown tonight at the white house nbc national 
correspondent jim avila tonight has more details on what some of these organizations are and who's behind 
them federal agents raid holy land an arab charity outside dallas and info.com a related business 
confiscating records and documents the week before the twin towers attack holy land says it has no link to 
terrorists but is identified by federal authorities as part of an ongoing the latest on the investigation into the 
suspects in the terrorist attacks the bush administration today backed away from a pledge made yesterday 
and meet the press by secretary of state colin powell to make the war more difficult to win at the same time 
federal investigators are retracing the movements of the hijackers and turning up still more new leads nbc's 
pete williams of nbc's terrorism task force has more tonight word tonight of just how big this investigation has 
grown with federal agents now looking for nearly 400 people 352 others already detained among them a man 
federal prosecutors say helped at least one of the hijackers get a phony state id card in arlington virginia a 
washington dc suburb new york has always been a noisy city a non-stop rock a celebration of life but in 
recent days the tone has changed it's more muted now then there's the haunting sound of the bagpipes that 
have been the melancholy accompaniment to too many funerals and memorials such as the one today for 


timothy stackpole tonight two of the bagpipers brian maher and frank regio in their own words the fire 
department plays for any full environment it doesn't matter their heritage if they're a fireman the bagpipes will 
be there all right let's try mr boy nice slow tempo right

the first line of the mystery boy is it's an irish tomb and it's the minister boy to war is gone in the ranks of 
death you will find him bagpiping of itself was originally used to lead soldiers into battle and it steeled their 
hearts and souls to the thing that laid ahead and this is the kind of thing that we need to do today because 
we've got a lot of a lot of things that need to be done [Music] there's going to be a lot of funerals i don't think 
that there should be anybody that's desiring to have a piper at a funeral that shouldn't have one [Music] after 
today we'll have been at nine funerals and it's just a lot there's one member of the band who's uh still buried 
in rubble we're still waiting to hear about him so many funerals so many to go that's night news for this 
monday tomorrow all day on nbc news and nightly news a special in-depth look at the threat of biological 
terrorism how real is the danger what if anything can airline industry push toward a new plan for air travel 
safety reports tonight of some isolated but alarming breaches of airport security in the past few days how 
safe is it in the air here's nbc's aviation expert robert hager calls from lawmakers today for a major overhaul 
of airline and airport security i think that everyone agrees that before the flying public the american 
passengers are going to return 
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american passengers are going to return to airplanes they have to see something different some say security 
is not much better now than two weeks ago a few more bags being searched by hand more items removed 
but still using low paid screeners hired by airlines that in past tests missed one of every five dangerous items 
just yesterday at philadelphia airport this man is arrested after taking four box cutters through screening 
undetected says he did it to show how lax the system is sunday at the atlanta airport a businessman says he 
accidentally carries a registered pistol through security in his pocket without being detected no one knows 
until he discovers his mistake many say for real improvement there should be a whole new federally 
employed workforce of better paid better trained screeners but that would take nearly twenty thousand 
people and cost close to two billion dollars a year there are other plans for stronger cockpit doors for a 
possible end to advanced seat selection so hijackers couldn't hide weapons ahead of time in seat cushions 
possible new restrictions on carry-on bags and already starting to fly now the first of many new armed sky 
martials but the pilot's request to carry their own guns in the cockpits got a cool reception today i hate the 
idea that we have to sit here and talk about putting guns on airplanes and and arming pilots i quite be really 
reluctant to sort of encourage people to be carrying arms on an aircraft but with passengers still afraid to fly 
and planes going out half full there's agreement security needs fixing fast robert hager nbc news new york 
they are learning more and more about how the hijackers prepared for their deadly flights and cooperation 
from overseas is paying off in that from our terrorism task force once again here's nbc's pete williams two 
weeks after the terrorist strike federal agents say tonight they've not yet directly connected any of the more 
than 350 people detained so far to the 
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than 350 people detained so far to the 19 hijackers one of the difficulties they say of investigating a crime 
where every major suspect died now a new line of inquiry federal officials say they're looking at why 20 of 
those detained turn out to have used fake ids to get permits allowing them to transport hazardous materials 
the fbi is warning distributors of the materials to be especially vigilant though officials say they found no 
connection between the permits and any kind of terrorist plot but one of the many things the attorney general 
says today for the nation's police to keep an eye on given the current threat environment the fbi has advised 
all law enforcement agencies to remain alert to these threats a surprisingly productive second front of the 
investigation is expanding in germany where some of the hijackers lived and studied german and american 
investigators say some of the planning for the attack began there a scholar there says germany doesn''t 


aggressively screen out potential terrorists because the country is not a target people coming to germany 
from uh hamas or from jihad or from algerian terrorist organizations they have nothing against germany and 
in san antonio texas tonight a saudi radiologist detained for questioning by the fbi and then released says 
he's glad to be free and clear and for anybody who accused me of anything without knowing the facts i 
forgive them and tonight u.s officials tell nbc news they're investigating whether one of the hijackers while in 
germany contacted a businessman who's suspected of having financial connections to bin laden pete 
williams nbc news washington today inescapably from new york and washington to the most remote reaches 
of this country all of us including children who have their own way of dealing with the horror of it all here's 
nbc's roger o'neill they're just little kids but with big hearts and red white and blue hands the nation's school 
children are showing a depth of understanding of the loss of life and possibility of war 
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life and possibility of war that is surprising dear fellow americans i know what happened on september 11 
2001. fourth graders at washington elementary in southern california writing letters their words an essay in 
being american i was horrified and shocked even firemen and policemen were missing thank you for risking 
your lives to save people and all americans they may be off-key but it's the innocence of their action raising 
the flag in arlington virginia and who else but children would think about the rescue dogs at ground zero 
these sixth graders in lompoc california did biscuits for the k-9 heroes my teacher and us think it's a good 
idea that they get an energy bar so they get more energy strength is what students at hawaii baptist 
academy wanted to give to new york's rescue one fire unit they lost 11 men when the towers collapsed a lay 
of aloha and prayer is on its way i feel good that my that i'm helping eleven-year-old sarah wood and her 
sister were told they were too young to give blood they're raising money instead ten thousand american flags 
a dollar a piece selling in phoenix but there is anxiety too and wyatt edison charter school in denver 8th 
graders family and war how many of you guys have family or close close relations who are in the military or 
in the reserves raise your hands new lesson plans in our schools about real life it's scary and inspiring roger 
o'neill nbc news denver [Music] and as they struggle to understand here in new york what's left of the world 
trade center is being toppled as if it were a child's toy today the skeleton was brought down to be hauled 
away 
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with commercial air traffic still way down president bush tomorrow will announce several new proposals to 
make flying safer among them stronger cockpit doors and more sky marshals on board to prevent hijackings 
an inside look now from nbc's aviation expert robert hager and how these special agents in the air train to 
stop hijackers oh my god i'll kill every one of you training today armed sky marshals the government's 
counting on as a deterrent please don't move the faa briefly lifts its veil of secrecy to show these exercises 
until recently there were only about three dozen sky marshals used only on a few international flights now 
some are already flying on domestic routes and hundreds more are being trained trainees wear masks to 
conceal their identities because later they'll fly disguised as ordinary passengers in some exercises live 
ammunition is used so targets are paper meant to represent hijackers in other cases real sky marshals play 
the role of terrorists so harmless paintballs are substituted for bullets and plastic dummies placed in seats to 
represent innocent passengers [Music] will be loaded with special hollow point bullets lethal but not powerful 
enough to pierce the skin of the plane and depressurize it elsewhere today a demonstration of this type of 
ammunition by a manufacturer international cartridge corporation deadly but the bullets disintegrate against 
the metal walls of a box you can see there's no bullets that balls left is power as for the sky marshals there 
won't be enough to put some on everything that would take tens of thousands instead the faa will rely on an 
element of uncertainty a deterrence the government hopes since terrorists will never know what flight the 
marshals may be flying tomorrow president bush outlines a package of security improvements sky 
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package of security improvements sky marshals stronger cockpit doors and tougher standards for airport 
screening but the president does not advocate arming pilots robert hager nbc news at dulles airport outside 
washington at ground zero here in new york there have been so many people performing heroic work in 
dangerous and emotionally exhausting conditions and they are not alone nbc's virginia char tonight on the 
days and nights of those who are truly man's best friend sonny and his handler shirley hammond of the san 
francisco area search and rescue team partners for seven years the world trade center tragedy the toughest 
mission of their lives this is what we train for this is what what we do one of dozens of k-9 search and rescue 
teams from around the country long grueling days and nights searching rough work not just for the human 
handlers but for the dogs too 12-hour shifts in smoke twisted rubble and jagged steel cutting paws hurting 
eyes dehydrating a team of volunteer veterinarians near ground zero attend to the wounds we're doing the 
first aids and clean up kinds of things for dogs that have come just off of their shift the physical challenge is 
only part of the toll these elite dogs most trained to find trapped people are not finding survivors in the rubble 
instead they are surrounded by the overwhelming smell of death at the end of a shift the dogs return to home 
base the jacob javits convention center blocks from the war zone exhausted they have a chance to rest 
preparing for the next shift but more important the dogs need reassurance about what they're doing do you 
want to search so they play for mizu the game of hide and seek with handler michael kidd of miami-dade 
helps her feel better although she hasn't found any survivors yet she is still succeeding so you would set up 
a situation where she could have 
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set up a situation where she could have a find a reward you know to to let her know that yes it seems 
overwhelming but this is this is the game you love and that keeps these special dogs going like oscar with 
handler mitzy weber also from miami-dade even with a bandage paw oscar heads back to the danger zone 
for another 12-hour shift virginia cha nbc news new york chicago today part of a major effort to get americans 
back on commercial airliners nbc's campbell brown joins me now from the white house campbell tom the 
president today tries to reassure americans it is safe to fly saying quote we will not surrender our freedom to 
travel but that security will be dramatically increased at a rally with airline workers at chicago's o'hare the 
president says he's calling on governors to immediately activate the national guard to be present at airports 
beyond more sky marshals on flights bush wants a new federal agency to oversee airport security though 
private employees would still screen passengers in baggage he also wants 500 million dollars in grants to 
improve security in the air including cameras to monitor passengers and eventually new technology to fly 
planes by remote control we're making a strong statement that together together the government and the 
private sector will make flying a way of life again in america now some in congress do think the president's 
plan falls short in one key area airport screening they want passenger screening and baggage screening to 
be conducted by federal agents who are directly employed by the federal government tom nbc's campbell 
brown at the white house tonight thanks very much the president's plan also includes a very drastic last 
resort allowing the air force to shoot down passenger planes as watching all of 
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down passenger planes as watching all of this more closely than the 41st president of the united states the 
father of the 43rd president former president george bush has stayed out of public view until today he flew 
from boston to texas to make a statement about airline safety and before he left i asked if he had a role in 
decision making at the white house these days it's hard for people to understand this i'm not hovering over 
the shoulders with advice i don't have the information to give sound advice anymore i don't have access to 
the intelligence that secretary powell does or vice president cheney or secretary runsfield or conde rice or the 
president had and i learned long ago you ought not to be giving a lot of opinions unless you know what the 
hell you're talking about is this going to be tougher than desert storm it's different in desert storm we knew 
who the enemy was and we knew where the enemy was and we had a mission the mission was to kick the 
enemy out of kuwait this isn't for just one battle or one cruise missile this can be an ongoing problem here 
and the enemy is much more elusive equally as formidable in the sense of being i would use the word evil 
invariably there's always second guessing at a time like this some people are saying well we should have 


taken saddam hussein out back during desert storm at the time we stopped the war won the war because 
our mission was complete i didn't hear any of these voices now because saddam is in a while they're saying 
hey you should have done something different i don't think so i where i was wrong is i thought he would be 
done in by his own people and i based that opinion on the opinion of every single coalition leader every 
single arab leader in the gulf and because i didn't want mission creep i'm going to have to play by down and 
dirty rules from now on you're gonna well we don't we got to be careful i think again i 
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we got to be careful i think again i don't a little reluctant to go into this because the president tends to wrestle 
with these problems but i think you got to be respectful of of uh the rights of privacy of americans that we 
better find a way to tap into some of this internet stuff and we better find a way to protect the sources and 
methods of intelligence and some suppression of some civil liberties at home again tom i'm not privy to what 
the administration has tried to do i have not asked the president about that and so there may be some 
compromises but ask the ask the people in the past the firefighters in new york ask the police officers here in 
logan whether you give a little to get a lot and i expect they'd say well what is it but but yeah it put me down 
as wanting to cooperate later i'll have more of this exclusive interview with former president bush the 
personal side the personal pride of being a parent of a president up next back now with our terrorism task 
force nbc national correspondent jim abela is here in new york with more on the web of leads coming from 
the suicide hijackers themselves jim tom there are still some questions about the true identities of the men 
who hijacked those planes questions that the fbi is now hoping that the american public can help answer the 
faces of terror nineteen young men four death squads the fbi says responsible for more than seven thousand

neighborhood watch providing one hundred thousand tips two hundred thousand leads the nation on high 
alert we are working hard to identify and locate associates of the hijackers who may pose a threat to this 
nation american law enforcement expanding its huge net asking universities from rhode island to california to 
provide records on foreign students several of the hijackers entered the u.s on student visas they have asked 
us for very specific information about certain students as it related to the tragedy despite all the law 
enforcement activity again the fbi was quick to warn that there is no specific threat that the nation should 
remain on high alert tom thanks very much nbc jim avala i'll be back can you imagine being the parent of a 
president at a time such as this especially if you've been the president yourself tonight for the first time since 
this crisis began former president george bush talks publicly and personally about a father mother and their 
son and as the father of this president as you have watched him over the last couple of weeks what has 
surprised you about him well i think the speech he gave to the congress [Applause] will live in american 
history as one of the truly great speeches but what i'm proud of is the way he's measuring up to this test and 
the way he's leading in the way he's focused and the way he's determined this thing about faith i mean this is 
real for him this is real here's a man has read the bible through twice and it's not to make it holier than now or 
not to make a political point it's 
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or not to make a political point it's something that is in his heart when you're on the phone to him is it 
sometimes difficult to even continue the conversation because the emotions that are involved and how is mrs 
bush doing hadn't changed a bit unfortunately still balls him out still worships laura anderson she oh no she's 


terrible about the media don't bring that out oh gosh she's outrageous but wonderful and people still love her 
all across the country we were all so touched when after he finished that memorable speech at the memorial 
service and sat down next to you you reached over and put your hand on him in the most reassuring and 
affectionate way what did you and mrs bush say to each other after you saw the speech that many people 
say is one of the very best speeches that the very best speeches recent memory i'm 77 so i'm entitled to 
shed a few tears and i got quite emotional at a couple of points and i i didn't want to kind of lose it there but 
you just have this overwhelming pride in recognizing at the same time because i have been president the 
enormous problems that any president but in this case because our son faces this is a huge challenge for the 
president and for this experienced team he has around him my entire interview with former president bush

mindset of these terrorists one copy found in the luggage of lead hijacker muhammad atta a suitcase that did 
not make it aboard american airlines flight 11 recovered by the fbi at boston's logan international airport 
another found in a car left at this dulles parking lot traced to terrorists nawaz al-azami and a third copy found 
in the debris of united flight 93 in a pennsylvania field when you strike shout allah is great because this shout 
strikes terror in the hearts of the infidels this letter is clear evidence linking the hijackers on the three 
separate flights on september 11th and experts say the letter could tie co-conspirators to the plot kent 
alexander is the former u.s prosecutor who headed the atlanta olympics centennial plaza bombing 
investigation these are real investigative tools at this point even taking a look at it and seeing what kind of 
rituals are involved before some kind of terrorist attack rituals described in full by the documents left behind 
quote check out your weapon before departure put on tight clothes also tighten your shoes well and wear 
tight socks so they'll not come out of the shoes perform the morning prayer in a group washington post 
investigative reporter bob woodward was among the first journalists to see the letter he says it suggests a 
well-planned experienced team whoever wrote it and organized these hijackers

taxi smile and rest assured for allah is with the believers and the angels are protecting you chilling final 
advice on a mission of death jim avila nbc news new york here in new york the mayor rudolph giuliani said 
today it could take as long as a year to clean up the ruins of the world trade center even with the biggest 
most sophisticated equipment available it will take that long just to move the 1 million 200 000 tons of rubble 
off that site the projected cost of the removal alone is 7 billion dollars the overall cost of recovery including 
rebuilding the trade center a staggering 49 billion tragedy at ground zero a story that can be called a miracle 
the one team of brave new york city firefighters caught in the collapse of the world trade center and 
somehow against all odds managed to emerge alive they tell their heart-stopping survival story to stone 
phillips tonight on dateline in bc how lucky do you feel to be here to be alive very very very lucky we i'm sure 
we all see the tapes already and every time we see it i don't think it's possible that anyone survived being in 
there and i know i know it is possible because i did and we all did you're looking at seven miracles there

suspect osama bin laden u.s officials say special forces soldiers have been working in the afghanistan region 
to prepare for a u.s attack previewing the effort one adviser says the u.s will not be quote shooting to scare 
them meanwhile the severe economic impact of the september 11th attacks has forced the administration 
into action as early as tuesday when the president meets with congressional leaders sources say he expects 
to have an outline for an emergency stimulus plan that could include a new round of tax cuts perhaps for 
businesses and individuals a minimum wage increase an extension of unemployment benefits for workers 


recently light off and an extension of health care coverage for those workers and aides say the president in a 
phone call to house democratic leader gephardt this week made clear he is not looking for a fight on this 
economic recovery plan nor is the public still officials fear with competing visions of economic relief quick

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or regina mcfadden a public relations consultant whose business vanished overnight i think it was the next 
day you know i got calls from clients like oh are you okay everyone okay great um cancelling the events and 
we can't really use you anymore there are a thousand reasons business has been disrupted some obvious 
others not for some businesses the rebuilding effort may be just a matter of days perhaps weeks but officials 
here fear that the economic aftershocks will be felt in new york for months maybe years so at dozens of 
newly opened job centers they offer everything from counseling to copiers this is like having your own little 
kinkles all in one spot we had a thousand people calling for jobs i wouldn't be surprised that over the next 
couple of months we get twenty thousand more estimates are one hundred ten thousand jobs have been lost 
here since the attack in financial services more than twenty thousand twelve thousand retail positions and 
perhaps the hardest hit tourism where twenty five thousand jobs are gone arnold focino a mexican immigrant 
spent 11 years at a restaurant across from the twin towers working his way up from busboy to waiter 
supporting a family of four i was looking for a job and i visited around 15 20 jobs already and they told me 
already they don't have a place now his small piece of the american dream is in tatters like thousands of 
others a victim of the terror pat dawson nbc news new york almost three weeks after the world trade towers 
collapsed the non-stop cleanup effort has barely made a dent nbc's pat dawson now on the job ahead and 
the man who wants to lead it on the site of what was one of the world's largest business centers today only

then a massive rebuilding effort ahead already some are saying the best man to lead it rudy giuliani new 
york's term limited mayor scheduled to leave office january first since the first days after the attack the 
mayor's crisis leadership has been lauded across the country last night with a platoon of firefighters and 
police giuliani opened saturday night live praising the city and its rescue workers then telling producer lorne 
michaels it was essential to get back to normal that's why it's important for you to do your show tonight can 
we be funny why start now but rudy giuliani may have more ambitious plans than comedy or running a 
recovery effort saying the city's crisis required experienced leadership he approached state officials about 
possibly changing the term limits law to stay in office then proposed adding three more months to his term 
two of the three candidates to replace him agreed one said no way i simply don't know what's on his mind all 
i know is that i did not and could not accept his uh his plan because i believe in the rule of law today the 
mayor insisted politics wasn't on his mind as we get closer to election day then we'll concentrate on that but 
right now that is not the major focus of my attention giuliani has taken fierce criticism for his controversial 
plans but even opponents concede his political stature in america is something most mayors only dream 
about stature reinforced tomorrow when he addresses the united nations pat dawson nbc news new york

and he's home recuperating but they could not save 409 other rescuers risking their lives to save their own 
and many they never knew never braver never finer ann thompson nbc news new york not a reason tonight 
in tel aviv thanks very much and if civilian airliners blowing up in mysterious ways is not enough federal 
officials back in this country said today that a florida man has contracted a very rare and potentially deadly 
form of anthrax not the result of a terrorist attack they say they insist it's an isolated case here's nbc's chief 
science correspondent robert mazzell hhs secretary tommy thompson's statement today about a single 
anthrax case in florida intended to be reassuring no sign of biowarfare people need to understand that our 
public health system is on heightened alert so we may have more public reports of 
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so we may have more public reports of what appears to be isolated cases we will be responding very 
aggressively according to hhs officials a 63 year old man from watana florida is hospitalized with inhalation 
anthrax a disease that is almost always fatal no one knows where he got it but he recently traveled to north 
carolina health officials say the man is an outdoorsman with drunk water from a stream anthrax is one of the 
world's deadliest bacteria a fraction of an ounce could kill thousands of people because it can exist in an 
almost indestructible form called spores it has long been considered a possible bioterrorism agent troops in 
the gulf war received inoculations against anthrax and indeed saddam hussein had loaded anthrax into scud 
missiles but never fired them but anthrax does occur naturally in animals and rarely in humans if i saw that 
there were two or three additional cases in that same area i'd be very concerned officials say our best 
defense against bioterrorism would be a beefed up public health system that could quickly recognize multiple 
cases of unusual disease but this one case is not cause for alarm robert bizzell nbc news new york first u.s 
military action or worries about the possibility of another attack here while others try to get on with their lives 
in new york and surrounding areas this is the morning season a time for so many memorials so many 
funerals nbc's rehema ellis tonight on the grief that comes after the shock st patrick's cathedral today 
overflowing with grief another widow mourns the loss of her husband fire captain terence hatton learning she 
is pregnant with their first child two days after the attack six other memorials like this one today for firefighters

return to normal routines in new york the wounds are still fresh the pain still close with nearly 5 000 others 
also missing there are funeral services every day the emotional toll is brutal i went to four probably should 
have gone to six but two of them were in the same day as other ones john finnegan and chris mara had nine 
friends who worked at the world trade center and didn't make it out hockey pals golfing buddies tom palazzo 
and chris college friends were to be partners in a golf tournament both our names are on the invitation and 
he's no longer with us it's a whole so you have to kind of close ranks and or close the circle and try to move 
forward together with the friends that are left but there is some comfort more than a thousand miles away in 
tampa florida a fourth grade class learns of chris's enormous loss sending him dozens of letters one boy 


wrote if it will make you feel better i will be your friend just priceless stuff it's helpful and it just gets you 
through comfort concern and support will still be needed for all the friends and families with thousands of 
funerals yet to come rahima ellis nbc news new york in grief stricken new york where there were more than 
20 funerals today the recovery effort continues at ground zero it's now believed that 5 372 people were 
buried when the world trade center towers collapsed the mayor of the city asked americans to display their 
patriotism by paying new york a visit as nbc's pat dawson reports that's beginning to happen they come by

more welcome new york's economy has been staggered by the terror attack lost wages estimated at 9.6 
billion dollars for the year the total of disaster related job losses so far more than sixteen thousand four 
thousand of them in the hotel industry alone i've never seen it quite like this nor have any of my colleagues 
and not only hotels restaurants retail the city just stopped so americans who've watched the disaster from 
afar embarked on trips some of call patriot tours others flights for freedom whatever it's called the visitors 
who've come here say that beyond just a show of support for new york city the trip has another equally 
important purpose a subtle display of defiance aimed at the terrorists we're not going to let a single act of 
barbarism change our way of life and though the idea is a good time wow when the portland hospital 
employees visit a new york hospital near ground zero a wall of the missing draws hush silence tears disbelief 
we deal with emergencies every day but nothing can compare to this it's it's a violation of our freedom a 
poignant memory of new york an important lesson to take home pat dawson nbc news new york c's david 
gregory is the white house now where the president reported to the 
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where the president reported to the nation on the military attacks and also spoke to muslims around the 
world but he won't be seen for the rest of the evening david what is the situation there well tom the president 
called this first wave simply another front in this war on terrorism 26 days now since the deadly attacks on 
the world trade center and the pentagon this afternoon the president speaking of the ruling taliban in 
afghanistan told a top aide quote i gave them fair 30 warning after the first target was hit in afghanistan the 
president addressed the nation from the white house saying the attack was necessary because there can be 
no peace in a world of sudden terror these carefully targeted actions are designed to disrupt the use of 
afghanistan as a terrorist base of operations and to attack the military capability of the taliban regime the 
president who promised that food medicine and other supplies will be dropped to help the afghan people 
including millions of refugees who fled the country in anticipation of the u.s attacks made clear this airstrike 
was just the first step toward finding osama bin laden our military action is also designed to clear the way for 
sustained comprehensive and relentless operations to drive them out and bring them to justice after the 
attacks were launched security immediately tightened throughout washington while aides say the president 
shuttled between the white house residents and the oval office for military updates officials say vice president 
cheney and his top advisors were moved to a secure location as a precaution mr chaney joined the president 
and secretary of state powell in a major round of diplomatic outreach as they called at least a dozen leaders 
around the world including russian president putin to brief them on the operation mr bush called 
congressional leaders last night from camp david to advise them of what was coming british prime minister 
blair addressed his nation tonight stressing as president bush has that this is not a war against islam it 
angers me 
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war against islam it angers me as it angers the vast majority of muslims to hear bin laden and his associates 
described as islamic terrorists they are terrorists pure and simple and tonight the president promises victory 
we will not waver we will not tire we will not falter and we will not fail peace and freedom will prevail tonight 
administration officials say the president has asked his secretary of state colin powell to travel to pakistan 
and india at the end of this week an attempt to shore up support for a mission that is only now beginning to 
test the strength of the international coalition behind it tom nbc's david gregory at the white house tonight 
now let's go back to central night's us military action has been widely anticipated for some time as nbc's ann 
thompson tells us now the american people have been waiting patiently for this moment and time on this

nations that might harbor terrorists that's not going to be acceptable the air strikes topic a at tailgate parties 
at the tampa bay buccaneers football game terrorism needs to stop 
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football game terrorism needs to stop and i think this is just our statement right now on chicago's michigan 
avenue if they've got a game plan to get us in there to get it done and get us back home i think that would be 
the best thing but in los angeles over 100 people rallied for peace reminding the nation of the potential cost 
of retaliation it's very tragic what happened in world trade center but we don't want to we don't want to 
multiply that by 10 to 100 times against innocent people tonight the streets here in new york continue to be 
busy there is a certain relief that military action has begun but a worriness about the future still marked by 
uncertainty tom thank you very much nbc's anne thompson tonight a dozen modern buildings around it were 
destroyed on september 11th but that 235 year old church survived unscathed some are calling it a miracle 
here's the rector the reverend dr daniel matthews tonight in his own words somebody on the street passed 
one of our priests a couple of days ago and said you know what everybody in the neighborhood is calling 
saint paul's don't you he said no what the little chapel that stood today's role is very clear and it's very 
exciting 24 hours a day seven days a week food and shelter and counseling and all sorts of services are 
being the attack on the world trade center four weeks ago was so devastating and so massive that stories 
still are emerging one appeared this week in newsweek the story of a photographer who rushed to the scene 
and took his last pictures they survived he didn't tonight the story of bill biggard told by his wife wendy 
deremus in her own words we were just crossing park avenue south and i looked up and i said oh my 
goodness and this clear blue sky is this unusual cloud formation and typical new york somebody piped up in 
the street and said well a plane just hit the world trade center so what we 
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hit the world trade center so what we did was we just went directly home and bill went into the room where 
he keeps his cameras and started packing him up and i said are you going to go down there and he said yes 
he was up close type of photographer he wanted to get the story he liked to be in the middle of it he left and 
then about 15 minutes later in the first building collapsed and i said oh my god this is and it heard it was as if 
new york had stopped everybody was on the streets looking up the cars had stopped for some reason i got 
through on the cell phone to him and i told him i said the first building is down i said they've hit the pentagon i 
wanted to warn him and he said i'm safe i'm with the firemen and i'll see you in 20 minutes bill always wanted 
to take the pictures of the people he was down there with the firemen he was interested not necessarily in 
the building itself coming down but in the people that were working around ground zero and all his 


photographs are basically like that he's almost a portrait photographer in a war zone on the today show this 
morning wendy derimus whose husband bill bigert was killed taking photos at the world trade center in her 
own words
